Three sons blessed this un- 
ion, two of whom still survive. Mrs. 
i Fortune died in J -or,, ami siu«e her 
death her lo. si -and has many 
[dared his willingness to die to 
! in heaven. 

The Fort une- Ward. Drug Company 
was formed al>oiit 1900, but Mr. Ward 
sold his interest to Mr. Fortune shortly 
afterward. Fortunes, Ine., was organ- 
ized in July. 1990, by Harold Fortune, 
a son, and the elder Fortune was made 
a director. 

Mr. Fortune was a member of the 
hoard of stewards of the First Method- 
ist church and a .Mason for twenty-five 
years. The two surviving boys are S. 
Preston and W. Harold Fortune, the 
third son, Leslie, having died in 1915. 
Preston Is connected with the Central- 
State National Rank, and Harold has 
been active manager of the Fortune- 
Ward Drug Co. and Fortunes. Inc., for 
several months.

dents. In preparation for the campaign the country has heen covered with posters and 
slickers Is-aring a picture of a grade cro-sing scene, slioxving a locomotive in the act of 
striking an automohile occupied hy men. women and children. Ahove the picture are these 
words in large letters: "Cross Crossings Cautiously.' 

The puhlic will understand the seriousness of this prol.lem when it is exppiaiued

Some l« lieve that it is the duty of the railroads to protect motor vehicle users from 
their own car.-lc- -m -- l.\ separating the grades at crossings. There are ^.VJ.IKHI railway 
grade crossings in the I nited Stales. It has heeli e-timat.-d thai it would cost *lli.<>MI.(MMI- 
inni i.. eliminate them, or two thirds of the total value of the railroads as estahllshed hy the 
Interstate . ..miner. •• i omuiis-ion for rate making purposes. It will Ih- seen, therefore, 
that grade crossing elimination is out of the .jut— fion. at least for a long time to come. If 
the driver- of motor vehicle- can he educated to "Stop. I^s.k and I.istt-u" at crossings, this 
will give the same result as the ex|K udituw of $l7.tt^fi0tJB0$, ho far as aafety is concerned. 

The railroad- haxe made splendid progress in reducing the nniiils r of accidents re- 
sulting in injury to their pa--engers and employe-. Iloxvever. motor vehicle grade crossing 
accidents have been steadily increasing for years. These accidents are caused almost en- 
tirely hy the negligence nt motor vehicle drivers, and for that reason the efforts of the rail- 
roads to reduce th.-in have In-eu unavailing. 

I luring HBO there were .*'..ul*J automohiles struck on grade crossings. In these aeci- 

■ 1. i.t- th. !.- were i 278 persona killed and .';.'.'T7 peraona injured, if the drivers at the motor 

vehicles involved in these accidents had "Stopped, Looked am) Listened" at the crossings, 
not one of the accident* would haxe occurred. 

A motor vehicle in the hands of a careful drive r is an agency for safety. It can be 
driven up close to the railroad track and stopped in perfect safety — differing from horse 
drawn vehicles in that re-is-cf.

The eggs may be b itched either nat- 
urally by hens or ducks or artificial- 
ly In Incubators. Strong, fertile 8«S 
are a prime essential to good hatch 
big and are obtained only from stock 
Properly mated and kept under the 
■•est possible condition* to secure 
health and vigor. E^gs from overfat 
breeding stock do not usually produce 
* large BSlTBtU— of strong duck- 
ings. I'ekln and Indian Kunner 
ducks rarely sit; consequently, if nat- 
ural methods of Incubation are to be 
used the egk-s are usually hat. -bed 
under hens-. Injeli *-£gs should he 
washed If dirty, for it does not ap- 
pear to Injure their hatching quali- 
ties. 

Before setting a hen dust her thor- 
oughly with Insect powder. In ap- 
plying this powder hold the hen by

SPRAYING IS NOT DIFFICULT 



Too Many Farmers Neglect Thslr Or- 
chards Because of Other Pressing 
Work on Farm. 

The Middle West produced a good 
- rop of apples last year, hut not nearly 
■nougb to meet home demand. And yet 
the farm orchards alone could he unuhi 
to easily satisfy market demands If 
they were sprayed and properly cured 
for. 

Spraying is no longer a difficult 
operation. The spray material now 
comes already prepared and all one 
has to do is to weigh out the right 
amount of arsenate of lead, measure 
uSJt the lime sulphur, mix with wuter 
and go to work. Of course, the work 
must he done at the right time. A 
thorough Job must he done, as well. 
The tusk will he no harder to perform 
nor require any more energy than It 
will to grow most of the cultivated 
crops of the farm. 

Too many farmers think that they 
do not have time to spray their or- 
chards for the reason that the work 
must be done at a time of the year 
when they are busy with the planting 
as well as the cultivation of corn and 
other crops, but this is not a valid 
reason. Periods of wet weather pre- 
vail more or less frequently during 
this busy time, which make It lmpos- 
sihle to get out on the land, either to 
plant or to cultivate, and it Is at such 
times that spraying can usually be 
done to best advantage. It does not 
matter how wet the soil may be, so 
long as the foliage on the trees Is dry. 

It is during the cool, moist time fol- 
lowing periods of wet weather that 
scab on apples gets a good start. Those 
who have provided themselves with 
a spray machine will have little diffi- 
culty In getting over the farm orchard 
of average size in about half a day. 
One can fill a 50-barrel outfit with 
spray material and apply It in one 
hour's time. This will be enough 
liquid to thoroughly spray from ten to 
fifteen bearing trees, thus making It 
quite possible to get over an acre of 
orchard In about half a day. 

An outfit suitable for farm work will 
cost anywhere from $30 to $50. It 
should consist of a good pump, about
